To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee 
of  the  Cornwall  County  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  this  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the 
County,  together  with  Summaries  of  the  Reports  of  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  the  County,  for  the  year  1914. 

In  January,  1915,  to  the  great  regret  of  the  County 
generally,  Dr.  Burnet,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  was  killed 
by  a fall  from  his  horse,  thus  cutting  short  a.  young  life  full 
of  promise. 

Owing  to  the  War,  and  the  financial  condition  of  the 
country,  loans  for  public  health  work  cannot  be  obtained, 
except  for  matters  of  urgency.  Most  of  the  schemes  for 
water  supplies,  drainage,  provision  of  houses,  etc.,  have, 
therefore,  been  postponed.  Previous  reports  have  stated  the 
need  for  much  work  in  the  county,  and  when  conditions,  are 
again  normal,  it  will  be  necessary  to  emphasise  the  import- 
ance of  providing  adequate  water  supplies. 

The  Notification  of  Births  (Extension)  Act,  1915,  came 
into  operation  on  September  1st,  1915,  and  the  work 
necessarv  under  the  Act  is  still  under  consideration. 
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The  mortality  and  other  figures,  for  the  County  need  no 
special  comment,  as  they  are  very  similar  to  those  in  previous 
years.  It  is  unfortunate  that  thisi  Report  should  be  issued  so 
late  in  the  year,  but  little  progress  can  be  made  with  it  until 
all  the  Reports  are  received  from  the  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  for  the  Districts.  The  absence-  of  so  many  medical 
men  on  active  service  has.  largely  increased  the  work  of  those 
still  in  the  County,  and  has  caused  the  Reports  to  be  later 
than  usual.

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Area  and  Population. 

The  County  of  Cornwall,  excluding  the  Scilly  Isles,  has 
an  area  of  864,126  acres,  of  which  805,749  is  Rural  and  58,877 
Urban.  There  are  15  Rural  and  28  Urban  Districts,  making 
a total  of  43.  In  addition  to  these  Districts,  a part  of  the 
Rural  District  of  Hols  worthy,  5,302  acres  (included  in  the 
above  area) , and  population  325,  is  in  Cornwall,  but  is  usually 
included  in  Devon  for  statistical  purposes,  as  the  whole  Dis- 
trict of  Holsworthy,  according  to>  the  1911  census,  had  an  area 
of  84,820  acres  and  a population  of  7,347. 


Population. 

The  population  of  the  County,  excluding  the  Scilly  Isles, 
was  326,001  at  the  time  of  the  census  in  1911. 

The  estimated  population  for  1914  is  327,822,  an  increase 
of  1,821. 

The  population  in  the  Rural  Districts  has  decreased  by 
205,  and  that  in  the  Urban  Districts  increased  bv  2,026  since 
the  census  of  1911,  if  the  rates  calculated  from  the  intercensal 
changes  have  remained  constant.  There  are  only  five  towns 
with  a population  above  10,000,  but  although  the  character  of 
the  county  is  so  markedly  rural,  very  few  areas  can  be  found 
where  the  population  is  not  well  distributed  over  them.  The 
definite  division  into  towns  and  villages  on  the  one  hand,  and 
almost  uninhabited  country  districts  on  the  other  hand,  does 
not  occur  in  Cornwall  to  the  extent  found  in  many  other 
counties. 


Industries. 

Tin  Mining,  now  almost  confined  to  the  Western  Dis- 
tricts, and  China  Clay  workings  in  the  Middle  Districts, 
are  the  two  most  noteworthy  industries.  In  addition  there 
are  Fishing,  Fruit  Growing,  and  Agriculture.  There  are 
slate  and  granite  quarries  in  several  districts,  but  not  all  are 
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found  to  be  profitable  undertakings.  Many  Cornish  miners 
work  abroad,  at  the  same  time  maintaining  their  homes  in 
Cornwall.  The  question  of  “Miners’  Phthisis”  is  still  an 
important  one,  causing  the  standardized  male  death  rate  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  Cornwall  to  be  1.54  per  1,000  living 
at  all  ages,  as  compared  with  0.93  for  females  in  1911-12. 
For  the  same  year  the  rates  in  England  and  Wales  were  for 
males  1.21  and  for  females  0.91;  so  that  there  is  a consider- 
able excess  of  male  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in 
Cornwall.

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Climate. 

Its  comparatively  low  latitude,  and  its  position  as  a long 
narrow  arm  jutting  out  into  the  sea,  gives  Cornwall  a mild 
and  humid  climate,  as  is  shown  in  the  following  tables.  As  a 
rule  the  north  coast  has  a lesser  rainfall  that  districts;  a few 
miles  inland,  owing  to  the  higher  ground  condensing  the 
moisture  in  the  prevailing  winds  from  the  Atlantic.  The  free 
dom  from  frosts  allows  subtropical  plants  to  flourish  in  the 
open  air  throughout  the  year;  and  many  delicate  people  and 
people  who  have  lived  in  tropical  climates  find  Cornwall  a 
suitable  winter  resort.

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BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS. 


Birthis. 

There  were  6,433  births  registered  in  the  Administrative 
County  and  the  Scilly  Isles.  With  an  estimated  population 
of  329,597  this  gives  a,  birth-rate  of  19.51  per  thousand  living. 

In  the  Rural  Districts  it  is  20.07.  and  in  the  Urban 
Districts  18.85.

As  usual,  the  birth-rate  in  Cornwall  and  the  Southern 
Districts  of  England  is  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales,  and  in  both  there  is  a steady  decline.  A much  higher 
rate  is  found  in  the  North  of  England,  25.2,  and  in  Wales 
26.9.  In  the  Midlands  it  is  23.6,  and  in  the  South  of 
England  21.8. 

Deaths. 

There  were  4,582  deaths,  giving  a standardised  death- 
rate  of  11.87  for  the  whole  County.  The  death-rate  was 
higher  in  the  Urban  than  in  the  Rural  Districts,  being  12.14 
in  the  former  and  11.67  in  the  latter.

Infantile  Mortality. 

There  were  511  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of 
age.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  79.43.  i.e.,  out 
of;  every  thousand  births,  79.43  infants  died  before  reaching 
the  age  of  one  year.  The  rate  for  the  Rural  Districts  was 
77.00,  and  that  for  the  Urban  Districts  82.57. 

The  rates  for  the  separate  Districts  for  1911-14  are  given 
in  the  Abstracts  of  the  Deports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers 
of  Health,  and  also  for  1914  in  Table  I.  at  the  end  of  the  book. 
In  the  Districts  with  small  populations  too  much  importance 
must  not  be  given  to  the  rates  for  one  year,  as  they  often 
vary  very  much  from  year  to  year.  In  the  large  Urban 
Districts  this  does  not  apply  to  the  same  extent. 

Sixteen  of  the  511  deaths  were  of  illegitimate  children.

All  these  rates  are  too  high,  but  the  high  rate  for  1911 
is  striking.  This  was;  caused  by  the  deaths  due  to  diarrhceal 
diseases,  which  are  so  frequent  during  a hot  dry  summer.

Alany  of  these  deaths  are  due  to  ignorance  and  want  of 
cleanliness,  and  it  is  partly  with  the  hope  of  preventing  a 
recurrence  of  such  high  rates  that  the  Notification  of  Births 
(Extension)  Act  is  now  in  operation  throughout  the  country. 
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Of  the  511  infant  deaths  registered  in  1914,  the  chief 
causes,  were  : —

It  is  probable  that  the  deaths  in  the  first  two  groups 
are  largely  caused  by  disease  existing  in  the  mother  before 
the  birth  of  the  child,  and  to  that  extent  the  visits  of  Health 
Visitors  may  be  too  late,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  first 
child.  But  if  all  cases  of  still-birth  or  marasmus  could  be 
investigated,  and  suitable  treatment  instituted,  the  disease 
could  be  cured,  and  healthy  children  produced. 

As  regards  the  deaths  under  the  other  headings,  they 
are  very  largely  preventable.  Convulsions  are  more  a symp- 
tom of  disease  rather  than  a definite  disease,  and  thev  mav 
be  caused  bv  the  onset  of  anv  infectious  disease,  or  bv 
improper  feeding.  Bronchitis  is  often  a sequel  of  Measles  or 
Whooping  Cough,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  Pneumonia, 
or,  rather,  Broncho-Pneumonia.  Nothing  but  increased 
knowledge  of  the  signs  and  dangers  of  the  common  infectious 
diseases  is  likelv  to  diminish  the  number  of  cases  among 

•j 

children  under  school  age.  The  practice  of  exposing  young 
children  to  infection  with  the  idea  of  giving  them  the 
disease  is  not.  uncommon,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  these 
diseases  are  very  fatal  in  infants  and  children  under  five 
years  of  age. 

Diarrhoea,  in  infants  is  generally  caused  by  uncleanli- 
ness in  feeding,  and  is  very  uncommon  in  children  entirely 
breast  fed. 
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Still  Births. 

There  is.  no  accurate  record  of  these  cases,  but  it  is 
usually  estimated  that  there  are  about  100  still  births  for 
every  1,000  births.  Many  of  these  still  births  are  due  to 
disease  in  the  parents,  and  such  disease  is  amenable  to 
medical  treatment. 

On  the  Midwives’  returns  for  the  year,  116  still  births 
were  notified. 

Deaths  of  Children  under  Five  Years  of  Age. 

The  ordinary  infant  mortality  rates  are  calculated  on

the  number  of  children  per  1,000  born  who  die  before  reach- 
ing the  age  of  one  year. 

The  same  causes,  of  death  as  a rule  persist  through 
childhood  and  continue  to  cause  a correspondingly  high 
death-rate.

S o<  that  out  of  every  1,000  children  born  in  England  and 
Wales,  if  100  die  before  the  age  of  1 year,  150  die  before 
the  age  of  5 years.  In  some  of  the  large  towns  in  the  North 
of  England  200  children  per  thousand  die  before  reaching  the 
age  of  5 years.

The  increase  in  the  respiratory  diseases  deaths  is  due 
to  the  effect  of  the  weather  conditions  on  the  older  people, 
and  in  the  case  of  children  to  the  epidemics  of  Whooping 
Cough  and  Measles  in  the  colder  months  of  the  year. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  figures  for  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  1914 
are  given  in  Tables  II.  at  the  end  of  the  book.  One  Table 
gives  the  number  of  cases  notified,  and  the  number 
removed  to  hospital,  in  each  Sanitary  District ; and  the 
others  give  the  age  groups  for  which  the  cases  were  notified. 
Compared  with  1913,  the  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  is  much  increased,  due  chiefly  to  the  number 
of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  1914.  The  total  for  1913  was  1,990, 
and  for  1914  it  was  2,859.  The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  for  1913 
were  561,  and  for  1914  there  were  1,451  cases.  Although  so 
many  cases  were  notified,  only  9 deaths  were  returned  from 
this  disease. 

As  regards  the  non-notifiable  diseases,  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough,  more  deaths  have  been  recorded  from 
Whooping  Cough  than  in  1913.  In  1913  there  were  19 
deaths  from  Whooping  Cough,  as  compared  with  39  in 
1914.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Measles  in  1914,  com- 
pared with  40  in  1913.  School  closure  has  onlv  a very 
limited  effect  on  these  diseases,  and  the  only  useful  pro- 
ceeding is  the  education  of  mothers  by  Nurses  and  Health 
Visitors. 

Small  Pox.  No<  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  notified  in 
1914,  or  during  the  preceding  three  years. 

Enteric  Fever.  100  cases  were  notified,  and  there  were 
10  deaths.  Forty-seven  cases  were  notified  in  West  Pen- 
with,  and  7 deaths.  The  district  with  the  next  highest 
number  of  notifications  was  Truro  Rural,  with  7 cases. 

In  his  Report  for  1914,  Dr.  Vinter,  the  M.O.H.  for 
Torpoint  U.D.,  states  that  in  three  out  of  the  four  cases 
notified  in  his  district,  there  was  a history  of  eating  cockles, 
and  in  the  fourth  case  there  was  a doubtful  history  to  the 
same  effect.  During  the  year  there  was  one  notable  epidemic 
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of  this,  disease  in  St.  Bur  van,  in  the  Rural  District  of  West 
Penwith.  The  following  are  the  chief  points  of  interest  in 
connection  with  this  epidemic  : — 

SPECIAL  REPORT  ON  AN  EPIDEMIC  OF  ENTERIC 
FEVER  IN  ST.  BURYAN,  CORNWALL,  IN 

AUGUST,  1914. 


St.  Buryan  is  a village  five  miles  S.W.  from  Penzance, 
in  the  Rural  District  of  West  Penwith.  It  is  about  425  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  sea,  consists  of  about  88  houses, 
etc.,  and  has  a population  of  about  500.  In  July,  1914, 
the  water  supply  was  obtained  from  five  wells  in  the  village 
and  a tank,  to  which  the  water  was  pumped  by  a water- 
wheel from  Nan  Rowe’s  Well,  which  is  about,  half  a mile 
from  the  village.  There  is  a simple  earthenware  drain,  with 
joints  of  clay,  which  goes  down  through  the  village.  There 
is  no-  flushing,  except  that  due  to  rain,  so  that  a nuisance  is 
caused  in  dry  weather.  There  are  no  water  closets  ; gener- 
ally pits  are  used. 

In  July,  August,  and  September,  46  cases  of  Enteric 
Pever  were  notified  from  the  village,  and  there  were  six 
deaths.  In  addition,  five  cases  have  been  notified  elsewhere, 
in  Reading,  Lambeth,  Penzance,  St.  Just,  and  Hayle, 
although  the  source  of  infection  was  in  St.  Buryan. 

The  first  case  was  notified  to  the  M.O.H.  on  July  22nd, 
but  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  this  patient  had  been 
suffering  from  the  disease  for  some  time  before  seeking 
medical  advice.  No  further  cases  were  notified  until  the 
week  ending  August  15th,  when  19  cases  were-  notified,  but 
there  were  many  cases  of  ill-defined  sickness  in  the  village 
during  the  preceding  weeks,  but  these  patients  either  did  not 
obtain  medical  advice,  or  the  symptoms,  did  not-  lead  to  a 
diagnosis  of  this  disease  until  the  date  mentioned. 

This  was  most  unfortunate,  and  contributed  largely  to  the 
size  of  the  epidemic,  especially  as  the  first  case  was-  not 
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diagnosed  until  the  second  or  third  week  of  the  disease.  If 
these  cases  had  only  been  recognized  earlier,  the  cause 
could  have  been  ascertained,  and  the  epidemic  brought  to  an 
end  much  sooner.

On  August  14-th,  one  of  the  local  practitioners  tested 
the  water  from  Mann’s  Well,  and  found  that-  it  was  polluted; 
acting  on  this  information,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  directed 
that  the  handle  of  the  pump  should  be  removed.  This  was 
done  oil  the  same  day.  On  August  15th  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  visited  the  village  and 
took  the  necessary  steps  to  prevent  any  further  spread  of 
the  epidemic.  LTnfortunately,  the  damage  had  now  been 
done,  and  although  no<  fresh  cases-  were  infected,  there  still 
remained  the  cases  caused  by  drinking  the  water  and 
infected  milk  before  August  14th,  so  that  cases  continued 
to  be  notified  during  the  next  few  weeks. 

Every  case,  except  the  first,  has  been  traced  to  infec- 
tion from  drinking  the  water  of  Mann’s  Well,  or  the  milk 
supplied  by  a dairyman  who1  used  the  water  of  the  well  to 
swill  his  milk  cans.  The  first  case  was  apparently  infected 
elsewhere,  and  was  the  source  of  the  infection  in  the  other 
cases.  A private  drain  from  the  house  of  this  patient  ran 
close  to  the  well  known  a-s-  “Mann’s-  Well,"  or  the  “Old  Poor- 
House  Well.”  This  well  was  situated  close  to  the  road  and 
just  outside  his  garden.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  epidemic 
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this  drain  has  been  inspected,  and  it  is  quite  certain  that  the 
contents  of  the  drain  had  been  leaking  into  the  well,  thus 
conveying  the  infection  from  the  first  case  to  all  those  which 
followed. 

As  this  well  was  responsible  for  the  epidemic,  its  history 
is  interesting.  It  was  found  to  be  polluted  by  surface 
drainage  in  1876,  and  steps  were  taken  to  remedy  this.  The 
well  continued  in  use  until  1908,  when  it  was  again  found 
to  be  polluted  and  unfit  for  drinking  purposes.  A notice 
board  was  affixed  to>  the  pump  warning  the  public  against 
drinking  the  water,  but  as  the  water  became  clear  again,  it 
continued  in  use  until  the  present  epidemic.  The  water  of 
this  and  four  other  wells  in  the  village  proved  on  analysis 
to  be  contaminated  and  unfit  for  drinking  ; notices  to  that 
effect  were  affixed  to  each  pump.  The  District  Council  have 
now  obtained  a magistrate’s  order  to  close  Mann’s  Well, 
and  the  four  other  wells  have  been  closed  by  the  owner. 

Since  the  closure  of  these  five  wells,  water  has  been 
used  from  Nan  Rowe’s  Well,  the  water  from  which  is 
pumped  by  a water-wheel  into  a tank  in  the  village.  It  is 
now  proposed  to  erect  a windmill  or  a ram  to  increase  the 
supply  of  water  from  the  well,  and  to  erect  a tank  of  about 
10,000  gallons  at  the  higher  end  of  the  village.  This  should 
supply  the  village  with  an  adequate  supply  of  good  water. 

During  the  epidemic  it  was  found  necessary  to  employ 
four  extra  nurses,  and  to  convert  the  old  National  School 
into  a temporary  hospital,  with  17  beds.  An  inspector  was 
engaged  to  supervise  the  removal  of  excreta  from  the  houses, 
and  to  see  that  it  was  buried.  It  was  also  found  necessary  to 
supplement  the  water  supply  by  a water  cart,  owing  to  the 
closure  of  the  five  wells.  The  school  was  kept  closed  until 
the  epidemic  wras  at  an  end. 

The  factors  which  contributed  to  this  epidemic  were  : 

(1)  A well,  which  was  known  to  be  subject  to  pollu- 
tion, with  a drain  laid  close  to  it.  This  well  was  not 
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supposed  to  be  used  for  drinking  purposes,  but,  as  a matter 
of  fact,  it  was  not  only  used  for  drinking  purposes,  buf  for 
a far  more  dangerous  purpose,  namely,  the  washing  of 
milk  pails.  This  shows  the  danger  of  merely  affixing  a 
notice  to-  a well,  rather  than  of  closing  it. 

(2)  A first  case  of  enteric  fever  infecting  the  well 
through  the  drain. 

(3)  Overlooking  the  possibility  of  this  first  case 
infecting  the  well. 

(4)  The  delay  in  diagnosis  of  the  cases  occurring 
between  July  25th  and  August  14th,  caused  by  the  diffi- 
culty in  diagnosing  enteric  fever  during  the  early  stages. 
This  considerably  prolonged  the  time  during  which  the 
well  was  allowed  to  act  as  a source  of  infection. 

In  my  opinion,  the  fact  that  a well,  known  to  be  subject 
to  pollution,  was  not  closed  permanently  must  be  held  to  be 
the  most  important  factor,  and  the  one  which  could  most 
easily  have  been  prevented. 

An  important  lesson  may  be  drawn  from  this  epidemic 
as  to: 

(1)  The  danger  of  shallow  wells; 

(2)  The  necessity  for  frequent  supervision  of  such 
water  supplies. 

Diphtheria.  The  cases  notified  in  the  urban  districts 
were  283  ; in  the  rural  districts,  281  ; and  in  the  whole 
county,  564.  Only  12  cases  were  removed  to  Isolation  Hos- 
pitals. There  were  59  deaths.  In  Redruth  Urban  District 
111  cases  were  notified,  in  Redruth  Rural  104,  in  Truro  Rural 
74,  in  St.  Just  55,  and  in  St.  Austell  Rural  35.  In  Redruth 
Urban  and  Rural  and  St.  Just  the  disease  was  of  an  endemic 
rather  than  of  an  epidemic  character. 

In  St.  Just  Urban  District,  during  the  three  and  a half 
years  from  July,  1911,  to  December,  1914,  there  were  233 
notifications,  and  32  deaths.  But  later,  in  1915,  only  four 
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cases  weie  notified  in  January,  seven  in  February,  four  in 
March,  and  only  a few  isolated  case®  since. 

Jn  Redruth  Urban  during  the  same  three  and  a half 
years  there  were  148  cases,  with  14  deaths,  and  in  the 
Re di uth  Rural  19/  cases,  with  23  deaths.  Many  cases 
have  been  notified  from  Danner  and  St.  Day.  Unfortu- 
nately  the  disease  is  still  endemic  in  these  districts  ; it  is 
not  really  a school  disease,  although,  naturally,  more  cases 
are  notified  when  the  schools  are  open.  In  October,  1914, 
all  the  schools  in  the  affected  areas  were  closed,  and  again 
in  February,  March,  and  April,  1915,  the  schools  were  closed 
for  nine  weeks,  as  the  disease  began  to  assume  an  epidemic 
character  in  the  urban  district.  The  effect  of  school  closure 
was  to  diminish  the  number  notified  for  a short  time,  but 
no  permanent  effect  was  produced,  and  a few  cases  are 
reported  every  month.  Many  cases  have  been  notified  in 
houses  previously  affected,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  disin- 
fection has  to  be  doubted.  Enquiries  alwavs  show  that  the 

■ L u 

parents  of  the  infected  children  are  largely  to  blame  for  the 
spread  of  infection  ; the  children  are  usually  nursed  at  home 
because  the  parents  refuse  to  avail  themselves  of  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital.  There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  of  fourteen 
beds  in  the  Rural  District,  and  also  a steam  disinfector  ; 
and  both  these  are  loaned  to  the  urban  district  whenever 
possible.  When  the  day  schools  were  closed,  the  Sunday 
Schools  were  also  closed,  but  it  was  found  impossible  to 
prevent  children  attending  the  Picture  Palaces. 

The  Sanitary  circumstances  of  these  districts  are  noted 

%y 

in  other  sections  of  the  book,  but  although  the  defects  may 
help  to  maintain  the  disease,  once  established,  they  can  only 
be  regarded  as  predisposing  causes.  Swabbing  in  the  schools 
has  given  chiefly  negative  results,  and  in  many  of  the  cases 
there  is  no  evident  source  of  infection.  Certainly  the 
number  of  cases  reported  from  houses  previously  infected 
calls  for  more  systematic  disinfection,  and  bacteriological 
examination  of  contacts,  and  this  is  being  undertaken.

Scarlet  Fever.  During  the  year,  1,451  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  notified  ; how  many  were  urn-notified  it  is  im- 
possible  to  say,  but  there  were  certainly  a large  number. 
The  mildness  of  the  disease  rendered  any  efforts,  to  control 
its  spread  very  difficult,  in  some  places  impossible.  Peeling 
was  often  the  first  evidence  of  the  disease  noted.  In  the 
urban  districts  there  were  795,  and  in  the  rural  districts  656 
cases.  Only  9 deaths  were  reported. 

Whooping  Cough.  There  were  39  deaths  from  this  dis- 
ease, which  shows  what  a serious  disease  this  is  among  the 
poorer  people. 

Measles.  No  deaths  were  recorded  from  this  disease 
during  1914,  rather  an  unusual  circumstance. 

* 

Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis.  No  cases. 

Poliomyelitis.  3 cases,  all  in  urban  districts. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  10  cases,  7 of  them  in  urban 
districts. 

Puerperal  Fever.  11  cases,  3 of  them  in  urban  districts. 
-5  deaths  were  recorded. 

Influenza.  29  deaths  were  recorded  from  this  disease, 
7 of  them  in  urban  districts. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  455  cases  were  notified,  about 
half  in  the  urban  and  half  in  the  rural  districts.  From  this 
disease  380  deaths  were  recorded.  In  1913  there  were  578 
cases  notified  and  there  were  414  deaths. 

Other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  117  cases,  and  90  deaths  ; 
25  of  them  from  tuberculous  meningitis. 

The  districts  with  a high  death  rate  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  are  Redruth  Rural,  43  deaths  j Camborne  U., 
I 34  ; St.  Austell  R.,  31  ; Redruth  U.,  27. 

Pulmonary  tuberculosis  death-rate  for  1914  equals  1.15 
for  Cornwall.  In  1913  it  was  1.25  for  Cornwall  and  1-004 
for  England  and  Wales.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 


A Short  Summary  of  the  Working  of  the  County 

Scheme. 

The  scheme  for  Cornwall  was  drawn  up  by  the  late  Dr.. 
Burnet,  and  approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in 
1912.  This  scheme  includes  the  establishment  of  seven  main 
dispensaries,  at  Penzance,  Tuckingmill,  Falmouth,  Truro,. 
St.  Austell,  Launceston,  and  Liskeard  ; eleven  sub- 
dispensaries,  at  St.  Just,  St.  Ives,  Helston,  St.  Agnes,  St. 
Columb  Major,  Wadebridge,  Bodmin,  Camelford.  Stratton. 
Callington,  and  Saltash  ; and  a,  Sanatorium  of  sixty  beds. 
It  was  not  intended  that  all  these  dispensaries  should  be 
established  immediately,  but  that  the  scheme  should  be 
gradually  developed,  dispensaries  being  first  opened  in  the 
three  or  four  districts  where  the  highest  mortality  from 
the  disease  occurs,  and  the  other  dispensaries  and  sub- 
dispensaries  when  necessary  in  the  order  of  their  import- 
ance. The  Sanatorium  scheme  has  been  delaved,  unfortu- 
natelv,  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  a suitable  site. 
Recently  (June,  1915)  a site  of  nearly  50  acres  has  been 
purchased  at  Castle-an- Dinas,  in  the  St.  Columb  Rural 
District.  It  will  not  be  possible  to  proceed  with  the  altera- 
tions and  additions  needed  until  grants  for  this  purpose  can 
be  obtained  from  the  Treasury. 

A whole-time  Tuberculosis  Officer  was  appointed,  and 
began  his  duties  on  January  13th,  1913.  At  that  time  there 
were  no  dispensaries,  so  that  most  of  his  time  was  spent  in 
visiting  patients  at  their  homes.  These  patients  were 
referred  to  him  by  the  Insurance  Committee,  or  by  local 
medical  practitioners. 

In  April,  1914,  the  Penzance  Dispensary  was  in  working 
order,  and  in  June,  1914.  the  Tuckingmill  Dispensary  was 
opened,  but  was  not  in  working  order  until  some  weeks  later. 
The  St.  Austell  Dispensary  was  opened  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Three  Nurses  have  been  appointed,  and  at  present  one 
is  working  in  each  of  these  districts.  The  Nurses  at  Tuck- 
ingmill  and  St.  Austell  live  in  the  Dispensares  for  those 
areas,  but  at  Penzance  there  is  no  accommodation,  as  the 
Council  hire  the  Out-Patient  Department  at  the  Infirmary 
for  one  day  a week.  The  Liskeard  Dispensary  is  still  unfur- 
nished, and  must  remain  so  until  conditions  are  such  that 
financial  considerations  no  longer  prevent  the  progress  of 
the  scheme.  At  present  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  spends  one 
day  a week  at  each  of  the  three  Dispensaries. 

“ Shelters”  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  the 
use  of  patients,  on  the  advice  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

“ Observation  beds”  are  provided  for  at  the  Tucking- 
mill  and  St.  Austell  Dispensaries,  those  in  the  former  being 
ready  for  use,  while  in  the  latter  case  the  wards  are  unfur- 
nished. “ The  Tuckingmill  Dispensary”  is  approved  by  the 
L.G.B:  as  a Residential  Institution,  under  the  National 
Insurance  Act,  1911,  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis. 

The  following  Table  gives  the  number  of  patients 
examined,  and  the  number  treated,  at  the  three  Dispensaries 
in  1914  : — 
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Shelters. 

The  number  of  Shelters  provided  by  the  Council  up  to 
31st  December,  1914,  for  lending  out  to  patients  at  their 
own  homes,  was  30. 


Institutional  Treatment. 

The  number  of  persons  and  dependents  maintained  by 
the  Insurance  Committee,  otherwise  than  through  the 
Council,  in  Institutions  on  the  31st  December,  1914,  was  : 
Insured  persons,  16;  and  dependents,  1. 

An  agreement  between  the  County  Council  and  the 
National  Insurance  Committee  for  the  County  will  prob- 
ably be  signed  at  the  end  of  1915. 

As  regards  the  Dispensary  work,  it  is  found  that  it  is 
only  after  some  time  that  its  advantages  are  fully  realised 
by  the  medical  practitioners  and  patients  in  the  district, 
the  cases  referred  to  the  Dispensaries  gradually  increasing. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  correlating  the 
Dispensary  work  with  the  Medical  Inspection  of  School 
Children,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  work  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitors  will  eventually  form  part  of  a general  county 
scheme  for  all  branches  of  the  public  health  service. 


i 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 


Cornwall  is  very  inadequately  provided  with  Isolation 
Hospitals.  There  is  considerable  diversity  of  opinion  con- 
cerning the  amount  and  character  of  the  provision  for 
isolation  needed,  but  there  are  certain  minimum  require- 
ments which  all  must  admit  to  be  essential.  For  instance, 
a case  of  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  in  a poor  and  over- 
crowded home  is  obviously  a danger  to  the  community,  unless 
it  can  be  removed  to  an  Isolation  Hospital.  To  deal  with 
these  cases,  every  District  Council  should  possess  some  means 
of  isolation.  There  is  no  prospect  that  this  minimum  pro- 
vision for  isolation  will  become  unnecessary  in  a few  years, 
however  much  opinion  may  change  as  regards  the  advis- 
ability of  removing  every  case  of  certain  infectious  diseases 
to  hospital.  Schemes  for  establishing  Isolation  Hospitals  for 
large  areas,  including  several  Districts,  were  prepared  by  the 
late  Dr.  Burnet,  but  the  costly  nature  of  the  buildings 
required,  and  the  constant  expense  of  maintenance  have 
deterred  the  various  Authorities  from  taking  action.  Unfor- 
tunately the  financial  crisis  caused  by  the  War  renders  any 
new  work  difficult,  although  the  presence  of  troops  in  camps 
and  billeted  in  towns  has  emphasised  the  need  for  some  pro- 
vision for  isolating  cases  of  infectious  disease.  Every 
District  Council,  either  alone  or  in  conjunction  with  one  or 
more  Councils  of  adjoining  Districts,  should  make  some  pro- 
vision for  dealing  with  ordinary  infectious  diseases,  and  also* 
be  prepared  to  deal  with  a sudden  outbreak  of  small-pox. 
There  is  practically  no  provision  for  the  latter  disease  in 
Cornwall,  although  there  are  large  numbers  of  unvaccinated 
children.  There  is  always  a danger  of  small-pox  being  intro- 
duced into  the  county  by  soldiers  returning  from  abroad, 
and  if  the  first  case,  or  cases,  are  not  efficiently  isolated,  a 
general  epidemic  may  be  the  result.  It  would  be  only  fair 
for  the  opponents  of  vaccination  to  bear  the  expense  of  pro- 
viding small-pox  hospitals,  as  there  is  no  danger  of  small-pox 
spreading  to  a serious  extent  in  a well  vaccinated  community. 


The  small  Isolation  Hospitals  in  the  County  are  often 
closed  for  long  periods,  and.  even  where  there  is  such  a 
hospital,  parents  often  refuse  to  allow  a child  to  be  removed 
from  home.  This  is  especially  the  case  when  Diphtheria  is 
the  disease,  although  the  mortality  of  cases  treated  in 
hospital  is  usually  much  less  than  that  of  cases  treated  at 
home.  The  following  table  shows  the  existing  accommoda- 
tion for  Infectious  Diseases,  other  than  Small-Pox,  for  which 
there  is  no  permanent  accommodation  : —

That  so  little  provision  has  been  made  is  not  due  to 
indifference  on  the  part-  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
who  have  repeatedly  urged  their  respective  Councils  to  take 
action  in  the  matter.  In  reply  to  a.  recent  enquiry  as  to 
whether  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  considered  that  there 
was  adequate  provision  for  isolation  in  their  respective 
districts,  fifteen  answers  were  “Yes/’  to  twenty-seven 
“No.”  In  eleven  cases  where  the  answer  ‘ ‘Yes”  was 
returned,  some  provision  is  made  for  isolation,  and  in  another 
it  was  stated  that  a cottage  could  be  obtained  at  a short 
notice.  The  other  three  districts  were  small  ones,  but  in 
one  of  these  Diphtheria  had  been  endemic  for  some  years. 
District  Councils  refusing  to  take  any  action,  place  increased 
responsibility  upon  their  Medical  Officers,  whose  position 
in  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  serious,  infectious  disease 
would  not  be  an  enviable  one.  Such  Councils  should,  at  any 
rate,  mark  down  buildings  'which  could  be  engaged  at  short 
notice  arid  make  definite  arrangements  for  fitting  them  up. 
Arrangements  should  also  be  made  with  a Nursing  Associa- 
tion to  supply  nurses  on  an  emergency,  because  nurses  are 
very  difficult  to  obtain  now,  when  so-  many  are  nursing 
wounded  soldiers. . These  arrangements  are  too  often  left 
until  an  epidemic  is  actually  present,  and  valuable  time  is 
lost. 


THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  HOUSING  OF 
THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACTS,  1890  to  1909. 


Details  of  the  housing  conditions  are  given  in  the 
Abstracts  of  the  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
for  the  various  Districts,  and  the  work  done  under  the 
Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  1910,  is  given 
in  the  following  Table.  Section  69  (1)  of  the  1909  Act, 
and  Section  45  of  the  1890  Act,  do  not  seem  to  be  complied 
with  by  the  Rural  Authorities. 

Section  69  (1)  is  : — 

The  Clerk  of  a Rural  District  Council  shall  forward 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  a copy  of 
any  representation,  complaint,  or  information,  a copy  of 
which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  District  Council  to  forward  to 
the  County  Council  under  Section  45  of  the  Housing  of 
the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890. 

Section  45  referred  to  is  : — 

Where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  any  inhabitant 
householders  make  a representation  or  complaint,  or  give 
information  to  any  Rural  Sanitary  Authority,  or  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  such  Authority,  either  respecting  any 
dwelling  house  being  in  a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious 
to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  or  respect- 
ing an  obstructive  building,  and  also-  where  a closing  order 
has  been  made  as  respects  any  dwelling  house,  the  District 
Authority  shall  forthwith  forward  to  the  County  Council 
of  the  County  in  which  the  dwelling  house  or  building  is 
situate,  a copy  of  such  representation,  complaint,  informa- 
tion, or  closing  order,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  report 
to  the,  Council  such  particulars  as  the  Council 
require  respecting  any  proceedings  taken  by  the 
Authority  with  reference  to  such  representation,  com- 
plaint, information,  or  dwelling  house.

During  1914,  copies  of  only  three  closing  orders  and 
three  demolition  orders  were  received  bv  the  County  M.O.H. 

•j  u 

from  one  Clerk,  namely  the  Clerk  to  the  Rural  District 
Council  of  St.  Germans.  Attached  to  the  three  closing 
orders  were  copies  of  the  “representations”  of  the  M.O.H. 
to-  the  District  Council. 

No  notices  of  any  kind  were  received  from  other  Rural 
District  Councils,  although  17  closing  orders  were  made  in 
those  districts.  In  connection  with  one  of  the  three 
demolition  orders  mentioned  above,  the  owner  of  the  house 
appealed  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  but  the  demoli- 
tion order  was  confirmed  bv  the  Board,  and  the  owner  was 
ordered  to  pay  the  casks  of  the  appeal. 

Many  schemes  for  erecting  houses  tor  the  working 
classes  have  been  postponed  for  the  present. 

Apart  from  the  scarcity  of  -such  houses  in  some  districts, 
there  is  the  problem  of  houses,  already  built  on  steep  slopes 
in  many  villages,  especially  those  near  the  coast,  where  there 
are  no  sanitary  conveniences,  and  where  there  is  no-  space  to 
form  backyards,  offices,  etc.  An  efficient  water  service  is 
frequently  needed  before  any  improvement  can  be  effected. 


WATER  SUPPLY, 


Most  of  the  Urban  Districts  are  'Supplied  from  a piped 
service  : in  Falmouth,  Havle,  Padstow,  and  Penzance  all  the 
houses  are  so  supplied  ; in  the  other  urban  districts  some  of 
the  houses  are  supplied  from  wells.  A recent  “return”  on  the 
water  supplies  of  England  and  Wales,  issued  by  the 
gives  the  number  of  houses  in  each  district  supplied  from  a, 
piped  service,  and  the  number  supplied  from  wells.  It  might 
be  expected  that  in  urban  districts  all  the  houses  would  be 
supplied  from  a piped  service,  but  in  some  cases  the  district 
includes  areas  of  a rural  character,  where  no-  such  service  is 
available.  In  rural  districts  the  supplies  are  generally  from 
wells,  and,  as  the  sewage  disposal  is  on  the  conservancy  plan, 
there  is  often  no  special  need  for  an  expensive  water  scheme. 
As  districts  become  more  thickly  populated,  and  in  nearly  all 
urban  districts  there  is  a great  need  for  a piped  service  of  good 
quality  and  ample  quantity,  not  only  for  domestic  purposes 
but  for  the  proper  flushing  of  a water  carriage  system  of 
sewage  disposal. 

In  the  Urban  Districts  the  wells  used  where  there  is  no 
piped  service  are  generally  satisfactory.  In  the  case  of  Truro 
the  wells  are  generally  unsatisfactory,  in  St.  Just  many  are 
inadequate,  and  in  Launceston  only  fair.  During  the  year 
some  of  the  Truro-  wells  were  found  polluted  and  were  closed. 

Details  of  the  water  supplies  of  the  several  districts  are 
given  in  the  digest  of  the  Reports.  The  following  gives  the

The  chief  deficiencies  are  in  the  case  of  St.  Just,  where 
less  than  a quarter  of  the  houses  are  supplied  from  a piped 
service,  and  where  the  wells  are  noted  as  being  inadequate  ; 
in  the  Ludgvan  IT. I).,  where  about  one-ninth  are  so  supplied  ; 
and  in  Paul  where  about  half  are  supplied. 
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Ludgvan  is  chiefly  of  a rural  character,  although  a safe 
supply  of  water  is  needed  for  Nancledra. 

The  same  remarks  as  regards  the  rural  character  of  parts 
of  the  districts  apply  to  Paul  and  St.  Just,  hut  improved 
supplies  are  urgently  needed  for  St.  Just  Town,  Newlyn  Town, 
and  Paul  Churchtown. 

In  the  rural  districts  some  of  the  houses  are  supplied  from 
the  services  of  the  urban  districts,  but  as  a rule  the  supplies 
are  from  wells.  Although  the  water  is  often  good,  much  of  it 
is  derived  from  shallow  wells,  which  can  only  be  regarded  as 
unsatisfactory,  owing  to  the  great  danger  of  pollution.  Con- 
stant supervision  is  needed  over  such  wells,  where  nO'  other 
service  is  available,  to  prevent  the  danger  of  infection.  That 
this  danger  is  a real  one  is  shown  by  the  epidemic  of  enteric 
fever  in  St.  Bury  an,  which  was  caused  by  the  contamination 
of  a shallow  well  by  the  excreta  of  a patient  suffering  from 
enteric  fever.

In  the  return  to  the  Board,  details  are  given  for  the 
separate  parishes,  but  the  list  is  too  long  to<  include  in  this 
report.  In  Bodmin  R.D.  is  the  parish  of  St.  Endellion,  which 
includes  Port  Isaac.  There  are  no  houses  in  the  parish  with 
a piped  supply,  and  the  urgent  need  for  such,  a supply  for 
Post  Isaac  has  been  emphasised  in  previous  reports.  Until 
there  is  such  a supply,  it  is  impossible  to  provide  an  adequate 
system  of  drainage.  Although  many  villages  have  obtained 
a public  water  service  during  recent  years,  there  are  still 
many  where  the  need  for  such  a service  is  noted.  As  a rule, 
the  increase  in  size  of  a village  renders  a water  carriage 
sewerage  desirable,  and  this  raises  the  question  of  an  adequate 
piped  water  supply,  always  the  first  step  in  such  schemes. 
Details  of  the  various  water  supplies  are  given  in  the  sum- 
maries for  the  various  districts  ; many  schemes  were 
under  consideration  when  the  war  began,  and  will  no>  doubt 
receive  further  consideration  when  financial  conditions  are 
more  normal.  Even  in  normal  times  the  expense  of  provid- 
ing a public  water  service  for  scattered  districts  is  consider- 
able, and  falls  heavily  on  the  ratepayer. 
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POLLUTION  OF  STREAMS. 


This  subject  ha®  not  quite  the  same  importance  in  this 
county  as  in  many  others.  There  are  no  large  streams  with 
several  towns  on  their  banks  where  the  towns  nearer  the 
sea.  receive  their  water  supplies  from  rivers  polluted  by 
towns  higher  up.  The  streams  are  small ; and  although  often 
polluted,  do  not  afterwards  serve  as  sources  of  drinking 
water. 

Considerably  more  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
question  of  pollution  of  “gathering  grounds”  for  water  sup- 
plies, in  some  districts  ; and  the  silting  up  of  streams  by 
the  matter  deposited  from  the  china  clay  washings,  etc., 
requires  consideration. 

No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  County  Council  for 
the  prevention  of  pollution  ; the  action  taken  by  the  various 
local  authorities  is  given  in  the  Abstracts  of  the  Reports  by 
the  Aledical  Officers  of  the  various  Districts. 

The  pollution  of  tidal  waters  and  the  sea  does  not  come 
under  the  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention  Act,  1876,  unless 
such  waters  have,  after  local  enquiry,  and  on  sanitary 
grounds,  been  so  included  by  an  Order  of  the  L.G.B.  As 
several  Aledical  Officers  remark  in  their  Reports,  crude 
sewage  discharged  into  tidal  waters  frequently  pollutes  the 
foreshores,  and  other  methods  of  sewage  disposal  are  desir- 
able. 


SCAVENGING. 


An  Abstract  of  a “Return”  by  the  L.G.B. 


The  L.G.B.  have  recently  issued  a “ Return  as  to  the 
Scavenging  in  Urban  Districts”  for  1914. 

The  term  “ scavenging  ” is  used  in  the  report  to  include 
the  storage,  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse,  and  of 
trade  and  stable  refuse.  “House  refuse”  means  only 
ashes,  vegetable  refuse,  tins,  etc.,  and  does  not  include  slop 
water  and  excrement. 

A copy  of  the  Return  has  been  sent  by  the  Board  to 
every  Urban  District  and  Town  Council.  The  return  shows 
what  are  the  arrangements  for  the  storage,  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse  in  each  district,  and  indicates  in  what 
respect  defective  arrangements  may  prejudice  public  health, 
and  how  these  arrangements  may  be  improved. 

The  Board  specially  emphasise  the  need  for  effecting 
any  improvement  which  may  be  necessary  before  the  hot 
weather  sets  in.  The  fact  that  many  districts  are  congested 
with  troops  and  refugees,  causing  peculiar  dangers  of  the 
spread  of  infectious  disease,  render  the  retention  of  accu- 
mulations of  refuse  in  the  neighbourhood  of  dwellings 
extremely  undesirable. 

The  Board  particularly  suggest  that  Councils  should 
consider  whether  any  of  the  following  steps  are  necessary 
in  their  district : — 

1.  To  require  a sanitary  bin  to  be  provided  in  connection 
with  all  new  houses  and  buildings  ; 

2.  To  encourage  owners  and  occupiers  of  existing  houses 
to  provide  covered  sanitary  bins  in  place  of  other 
refuse  receptacles  ; 
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3.  To  undertake  with  their  own  staff  the  scavenging  in 
the  populated  parts  of  their  district,  and  to  remove 
all  refuse  from  these  parts  in  properly  covered  carts 
at  least  once  a week,  especially  during  summer ; 

4.  Where  no  destructor  is  available,  to  avoid  sending 
refuse  out  of  the  district  in  such  a manner  as  to 
cause  nuisance  and  danger  to  health,  and  where  tips 
are  used,  to  secure  that  they  are  as  remote  as  possible 
from  dwellings  and  that  the  refuse  is  covered  with 
earth  and  the  tip  fenced  in. 

In  a preliminary  memorandum  the  Board  discuss  the 
dangers  of  an  unsatisfactory  system  of  scavenging.  The 
accumulation  of  refuse  in  the  neighbourhood  of  dwellings, 
which  is  usually  a consequence  of  the  use  of  fixed  ashpits, 
is  objectionable  not  only  on  account  of  the  effluviam,  but  also 
because  infective  materials  is  retained  in  an  active  condi- 
tion and  breeding  places  provides  for  flies,  gnats,  and  rats 
which  are  known  to  be  carriers  of  infection  in  certain  cases. 
The  number  of  flies  in  towns  may  be  regarded  as  a valuable 
index,  under  present  conditions,  of  the  possibilities  of  con- 
tamination of  food  by  pathogenic  microbes  or  by  decompos- 
ing organic  matter,  especially  in  districts  in  which  privies 
and  pail  closets  persist,  and  in  which  accumulations  of  house 
or  stable  refuse  are  permitted.  The  ova  of  the  fly,  when 
deposited  on  organic  matter,  may  develop  in  hot  weather 
through  the  various  stages  to  the  adult  insect  in  about  a 
week,  and  each  female  fly  is  capable  of  reproducing  a 
progeny  of  120  flies  in  the  course  of  a fortnight  when  the 
air  temperature  exceeds  75°F.  For  the  prevention  of  flies 
it  is  essential  to  deal  with  their  breeding  places. 

The  only  satisfactory  type  of  receptacle  is  a galvanised- 
iron  dustbin  or  one  constructed  of  equally  impervious 
material  of  sufficient  strength,  with  a tight-fitting  cover, 
and  of  such  a size  as  to  contain  not  more  than  a week’s 
accumulation  of  refuse. 
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The  Provision  of  Suitable  Ashbins. 

There  is  no  reason  why  any  Urban  Authority  should 
fail  to  secure  that  every  new  house  erected  in  its  district 
should  he  provided  with  a galvanised  iron  bin  with  a proper 
cover.  (Bye-law  under  S.  157,  P.H.A  1875). 

According  to  the  Board’s  Return  the  following  Urban 
districts  do  not  insist  on  this  provision  : — 

In  Bodmin,  Lostwithiel,  Padstow,  St.  Austell,  no 
special  type  is  required. 

In  Callington  and  Helston  ashpits  are  permitted. 

In  Penzance  a suitable  covered  barrel  is  supplied  and 
maintained  by  the  Council. 

In  St.  Just  barrels  or  galvanised  iron  bins  are  allowed. 

In  Ludgvan  covered  ashpits,  in  Phillack  pails  with 
covers,  and  in  Wadebridge  suitable  movable  receptacles 
are  required  by  the  respective  Councils. 

In  old  houses  this  bye-law  is  not  applicable  except  when 
a new  receptacle  is  provided. 

In  districts  in  which  S-  26  of  the  P.H.A.  Amendment 
Act,  1890,  is  in  force,  an  Urban  Authority  may,  if  they  them- 
selves undertake  or  contract  for  the  removal  of  refuse,  make 
bye-laws  specifying  the  size  and  receptacle  to  be  used. 

Again,  an  Urban  District  Council  may  (P.H.A.  1875) 
provide  and  maintain  suitable  ashbins  as  part  of  their 
scavenging  apparatus. 

According  to  the  Board’s  Return  only  one  Urban  Dis- 
trict in  Cornwall  has  more  than  95%  of  the  receptacles  in 
the  form  of  covered  galvanised-iron  bins,  namely  Looe,  in 
which  town  there  are  no  ashpits. 

Among  the  towns  with  miscellaneous  movable  recepta- 
cles are  : — 

Falmouth  : galvanised-iron  bins,  buckets,  boxes,  etc. 


* 
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Paul : about  6 ashpits,  remaining  receptacles  galvanised 
bins  or  pails. 

Penzance : 20  galvanised-iron  bins,  2,980  other  movable 

receptacles. 

St.  Ives : 500  galvanised-iron  bins,  1,000  wooden  boxes,, 
barrels,  pails,  etc. 

Truro  : 80  dry  ashpits,  370  galvanised-iron  bins,  1,630  other 
iron  receptacles,  590  wooden  receptacles. 


Fowey,  Hayle,  Liskeard,  Padstow,  Stratton  and  Bude,  and 
Wadebridge,  have  movable  receptacles  of  various 
kinds. 

Callington,  Newquay,  Phillack,  and  St.  Austell,  have  also  a 
few  dry  ashpits. 


Penryn  has  also  19  wet  ashpits  (middens),  Saltash  2,  Tor- 
point  6.

In  many  towns  refuse  is  collected  and  removed  from  the* 
Urban  districts  bv  the  Council’s  own  men.  In  10  this  is 
done  by  contract  for  the  most  part,  and  in  one,  Ludgvan,  the 
removal  is  done  by  the  occupiers.  The  scavenging  is  not 
usually  done  so  efficiently  by  contract,  as  when  done  by  the 
Council’s  own  men. 
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Type  of  Cart  used  for  Public  Scavenging. 

It  is  important  that  covered  carts  should  be  used  ; or  if 
open  carts  are  used,  that  they  should  be  covered  with  water- 
proof sheets  when  full. 

In  the  Returns  for  the  following  Urban  districts  open 
carts  are  apparently  used  : — 

Camborne,  both  covered  and  open. 

Paul,  both  covered  and  open. 

St.  Just,  Callington,  Hayle,  Liskeard,  Padstow, 
and  Phillack  use  open  carts. 

In  some  Urban  districts  it  is  the  practice  during  the 
process  of  removal  to  deposit  the  refuse  from  some  of  the 
fixed  receptacles  on  the  surface  of  yards  or  streets.  These 
conditions  constitute  a serious  danger  to  the  public  health, 
especially  where  wet  ashpits  are  concerned.  This  occurs  in 
the  following  Urban  districts: — Camborne,  Truro,  and 
Penryn. 

Cesspools.  As  cesspools  are  rarely  water-tight,  they  ate 
a source  of  danger  to  water  supplies,  unless  the  water  supply 
is  piped  to  the  houses  from  a distant  source.  Other 
disadvantages  are  the  nuisances  and  difficulties  caused  by 
overflows  and  by  emptying  the  cesspool  and  disposing  of  the 
contents. 

The  following  are  the  Urban  districts  in  which  there  are 
over  80  cesspools  receiving  sewage  : — 

Redruth  81,  Helston  about  30,  Launceston  35.  None  of  these 
are  emptied  by  the  respective  Councils. 

Sorting  of  Refuse.  This  is  only  noted  in  2 cases. 

In  Camborne  farmers  are  allowed  to  have  refuse  manure 
if  they  take  it  away. 

In  Launceston  occupiers  keep  tins  and  potsherds  apart, 
and  the  Council  collect  and  place  them  in  special  tipping 
pi  aces. 
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Towns  sending  Refuse  out  of  their  District. 

Penzance  : carted  away  and  used  on  land. 

Hayle : refuse  tipped  into  the  sea. 

Helston : refuse  taken  to  depot,  where  combustible 
material  is  burnt. 

Launceston  : all  refuse  sent  away. 

Newquay  : all  refuse  carted  away,  sorted  and  burnt. 

Padstow  : all  carted  away  and  used  as  manure. 

Penryn  : all  carted  out  of  district. 

St.  Austell : all  carted  to  a tip  just  outside  the  boundary. 

Paul:  All  refuse  from  Newlyn  and  Mousehole  is  tipped 
on  the  foreshore  below  high  water  mark  and  carried  away  by 
the  tide. 

In  some  cases  this  practice  may  cause  a nuisance  to 
residents  in  the  district  selected  as  a dumping  ground,  as  the 
filth  may  give  rise  to  flies  and  rats. 

No  district  in  Cornwall  is  reported  to  have  a “ Des- 
tructor ” for  disposing  of  refuse.  This  is  usually  a costly 
method,  and  only  adopted  by  large  towns. 

Tips.  The  use  of  tips  sometimes  merely  perpetuates 
and  concentrates  those  evils  which  arise  from  the  storage  of 
refuse  in  the  neighbourhood  of  dwellings. 

If  a tip  is  . to  be  tolerated,  it  should  be  remote  from 
dwelling  houses,  and  the  refuse  immediately  covered  with 
earth.  The  tip  should  also  be  surrounded  by  a closed  fence 
or  wire  netting  of  small  mesh,  to  prevent  paper,  etc.  being 
blown  about.  If  not  covered  with  earth,  the  tip  becomes  a 
breeding  place  for  rats  and  flies.  Many  tips  are  within  a 
quarter  of  a mile  of  houses,  and  unless  the  greatest  care  is 
exercised  in  these  cases  in  dealing  with  the  refuse  as  it  is 
tipped,  nuisance  and  possible  danger  to  health  are  likely  to 


arise. 
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The  material  of  tips  takes  3 years  for  complete  disin- 
tegration, and  it  then  becomes  a valuable  manure  for  heavy 
soils.

As  flies  frequently  invade  houses  within  a quarter  of  a 

mile  of  their  breeding  place  on  a tip,  the  distance  of  the  tip 
from  the  nearest  houses  is  very  important. 


Miscellaneous  methods  of  disposing  of  Refuse. 

Bodmin : The  refuse  is  deposited  temporarily  on  tips  and 
then  sold  by  auction  for  use  in  agriculture. 

Camborne : All  refuse  is  carted  to  two  depots,  100  and  200 
yards  from  houses,  where  the  combustible  refuse  is 
burnt.  Farmers  are  allowed  to  take  away  the  refuse 


manure. 
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Falmouth  : All  refuse  is  destroyed  under  contract  by  the 
Electric  Supply  Corporation  in  a Horsfall  destructor. 

Paul : The  refuse  from  the  country  district  is  carted  on  to 
the  land. 

St.  Ives  : All  refuse  is  tipped  into  the  sea. 

Truro : Combustible  refuse  is  burnt  and  the  ashes  tipped. 

Callington : All  ashes  used  for  agricultural  purposes. 

Fowey:  Screened  refuse  used  on  farm  land. 

Ludgvan  : All  refuse  used  on  gardens  or  farm  land. 

Madron : All  but  hard  refuse  is  used  as  manure  on  farms. 

Saltash  : All  refuse  is  used  on  market  gardens  within  the 
Borough. 

Remarks. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  in  Cornwall  many  of  the 
Urban  districts  consist  largely  of  agricultural  land  or  land 
of  a Rural  character,  as  the  Urban  districts  are  frequently 
identical  as  regards  their  boundaries  with  the  civil  parishes. 
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ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  MIDWIYES’  ACT, 

# 1902. 


The  County  Council  is  the  local  supervising  authority 
over  Midwives  within  the  County.  A Mid  wives’  Act'  Com- 
mittee was  appointed  by  the  Council,  but  it  has  been  recently 
decided  that  the  Sanitary  Committee  shall  act  as  the  Com- 
mittee  for  this  work,  receiving  the  help  of  live  non-members 
of  the  Council  for  this  part  ot  their  duties. 

The  Council  has  appointed  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Cornwall  County  Nursing  Association  as  Inspectress  under 
the  Midwives’  Act,  and  the  Assistant  Superintendent  as 
Assistant  Inspectress,  who  act  under  the  direction  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  The  necessary  forms  are  provided 
by  the  Council. 

The  Education  Committee  of  the  Council  pay  an  annual 
grant  of  £150  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  for  “Nursing 
Scholarships  ’’  and  an  annual  grant  of  £75  for  the  training 
of  three  Midwives.

Of  the  111  notified,  and  are  under  the  C.C.N.A.,  22  re- 
signed ; of  these  22,  five  were  employed  temporarily  for 
holiday  work,  four  for  other  posts,  four  for  posts  of  promotion, 
two  for  health  reasons,  two  to  be  married,  three  for  war 
service,  one  was  dismissed,  and  one  died. 

Of  the  23  working  under  independent  Committees,  four 
left  the  county,  leaving  19  usuallv  at  work. 

Of  the  13  Midwives  working  o,n  their  own  account,  four 
had  only  monthly  cases  ; one  had  over  70  cases,  40  mid- 
wifery, 32  maternity;  one  had  over  50  cases,  30  midwifery, 
21  maternity  ; four  had  between  20  and  30  cases,  53  mid- 
wifery, 59  maternity  ; three  had  under  20  cases,  18  mid- 
wifery, 9 maternity. 
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Of  the  35  Bona-Fide  Midwives  who  notified,  one  died 
during  the  year,  leaving  34  at  work  : five  had  no  cases;  one 
had  over  100  cases,  126  midwifery.  10  monthly  ; one  had 
over  50  cases,  50  midwiferv,  3 monthlv;  one  had  over  40 
cases.  40  midwiferv,  5 monthlv  ; three  had  over  30  cases,  51 
midwifery,  26  monthly;  two  had  over  20  cases,  23  midwifery, 
21  monthly  ; 19  had  under  20  cases,  107  midwifery,  78 

monthly  ; two  had  only  one  case,  1 midwiferv,  1 monthlv. 
Total,  398  midwifery,  144  monthlv. 

There  is  a decrease  of  two  Bona-Fide  Midwives  of  the 
37  who  notified  last  year  ; one  died  ; one  gave  up  on  account 
of  health  and  old  age.

Water  Supply — Two  public  supplies  ; one  for  Bridgend  and 
one  at  Polzeath,  in  St.  Minver.  The  remainder  of  the 
district  is  supplied  by  shallow  and  deep  wells.  Port 
Isaac  is  still  in  the  same  condition  as  before  as  regards 
a water  supply.  In  Bock  Village  there  has  been  no 
improvement.  Both  these  places  are  in  urgent  need 
of  a,  water  supply.

Scavenging — This  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Council  at 
Bridgend  and  Port  Isaac.  Port  Isaac  stream  is  cleared 
out  two  or  three  times  a week. 
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River  Pollution — The  Fowey  River  is  polluted  with  mine  a.nd 
clay  refuse,  and  so-  is  the  Camel  River.  The  Lanivet 
stream  is  less  polluted  than  formerly,  owing  to  the  substi- 
tution of  pail  for  the  dry  pan  closets  The  Port  Isaac 
stream  is  polluted  by  excreta  and  refuse. 

Fairies  and  Cowsheds — There  are  25  Dairies,  most-  of  them 
not  registered.  The  larger  Dairies  are  well  kept.  Two 
dairymen  were  prosecuted  for  selling  milk  below  the 
standard,  and  one  was  fined.  Regulations  adopted. 

Food  Inspection — There  were  no  seizures  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Slaughter-houses — There  are  4 in  the  district,  which  were 
found  satisfactory  on  inspection. 

Bake-houses — One  only,  in  Port  Isaac,  and  it  is  satisfactory. 

Housing — There  is  no  marked  scarcity  in  any  part.  There 
were  8 new  houses  built  during  the  year.  Owing  to  the 
War,  and  the  diminished  work  in  the  Clay  District, 
there  has  not  been  such  a demand  for  houses. 

Infectious  Disease — There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital.

Disinfection — Infected  rooms  are  fumigated  by  burning 
sulphur.

Remarks.

The  M.O.H.  emphasises  the  following  needs  of 
the  district  : Adequate  water  supply  and  drainage  for  Port 
Isaac  ; adequate  water  supply  and  drainage  for  Rock  ; more 
registration  of  dairies  ; provision  of  disinfecting  apparatus 
for  the  district.

Water  Supply — St.  Columb  Town  is  supplied  by  the  Council 
and  part  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  the  Newquay 
and  District  Water  Company.  The  source  of  the  former 
is  from  springs  ; there  is  a storage  reservoir,  but  no  fil- 
tration. The  supply  is  good,  but  inadequate  in  summer, 
A few  houses  near  Padstow  are  supplied  by  the  Padstow 
U.D.C.  Owing  to  some  wastage,  a shortage  was  noted 
in  this  supply  at  Trevone. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage — In  St.  Columb  Town  the  system 
of  sewerage  does  not  act  satisfactorily.  The  storm  water 
pollutes  the  Mawgan  River,  and  causes  a nuisance. 
Provision  should  be  made  for  carrying  off  the  storm 
water  after  suitable  treatment  at  the  Sewage  Farm. 
Schemes  for  Crantock  and  Trevone  are  in  abeyance.

tions ; defects  found  and  remedied  in  7.  Regulations 
adopted.

Disinfection — Rooms  are  disinfected  with  formalin.

Water  Supply — Part  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  the 
Council  from  various  sources,  chiefly  springs,  and.  mine 
adits.  There  is  no-  filtration  ; there  are  reservoirs  at 
Slades,  Stenalees,  Penwithick,  Carclaze,  Trenanoe,  and 
St.  Blazey  and  Tywardreath.  The  waters  is  good,  but 
acts  on  lead,  so  that  lead  pipes  are  not  used.  Water 
supplies  are  needed  for  St.  Dennis,  Mevagissey,  Roche 
and  an  increased  supply  for  St.  Austell  Rural,  St. 
Stephens  Churchtown,  Nanpean,  Foxhole,  and  Trevis- 
coe.  One  difficulty  as  regards  water  is  the  possibility 
of  deep  clay  workings  cutting  through  the  supplies 
already  formed. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage — An  efficient  sewerage  system  gen- 
erally depends  on  an  adequate  water  supply,  and  the 
places  noted  above  as  in  need  of  improved  water 
supplies  also  need  improved  or  extended  drainage 
systems.  Drainage  schemes  are  also  required  for 
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Grampound,  St.  Blazey,  Tywardreath,  Stenalees  and 
Bugle,  Penwithick,  and  Pentewan.  At  present  the 
sewage  from  St.  Blazey  is  carried  by  several  streams 
to  Par  beach.  The  Mount  Charles  Sewage  Farm  has 
been  objectionable  for  some  time,  and  some  other 
arrangement  is  necessary.  Drainage  is  also  necessary  for 
Sandv  Bottoms,  Bethel,  and  Holmbush. 

Scavenging. — Schemes  have  been  prepared  and  arrange- 
ments made  for  house  scavenging  at  St.  Dennis,  St. 
Stephens,  Treviscoe,  Bugle,  and  Roche. 

River  Pollution — The  White  River  is  polluted  by  clay,  and 
the  sewage  from  St.  Austell  Town.  Many  small  streams 
are  also  polluted. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds — There  are  63  dairymen  registered, 
and  42  inspections  of  their  premises  have  been  made. 
Five  notices  were  issued  as  regards  cleansing.  Regula- 
tions have  been  adopted. 

Food  Inspection — No  seizures  of  unsound  food  were  made. 

Slaughter-houses — Seventeen  registered.  Bve-laws  adopted. 
20  inspections  made,  and  2 contraventions  of  bye-laws 

found. 

Bake-houses — Six  registered,  5 nuisances  abated.

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Water  Supply. — The  Council  supplies  part  of  the  parishes  of 
(1)  St.  Agnes,  (2)  St.  Just-in-Roseland,  and  (3)  Per- 
ranzabuloe.  There  is  no  filtration.  There  is  a storage 
reservoir  at  Castle  Hill  for  No.  2,  and  service  reservoirs 
at  Seven  Milestone  and  Mount  Hawke  for  No.  1,  and  at 
Golla  for  No.  3.  The  places  supplied  by  the  above  are 
St.  A gnes,  Perranporth,  St.  Mawes,  and  Devaran.  Im- 
provements during  the  year  at  Cowland’s  Creek,  a 
new  well  at  the  Green,  Probus.  St.  Agnes,  and  St. 
Mawes.  There  are  schemes  for  the  improvement  of  the 
supply  for  the  southern  end  of  the  village  of  Portseatho, 
for  the  extension  of  the  Perranporth  supply  to  the  whole 
of  Bolenna.  A scheme  for  the  supply  of  Pose,  Goon- 
havern,  and  Keen  is  under  consideration.  There  is  a 
deficiency  at  Whitehall  and  Hallenbeagle. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  public  drainage  schemes  are 
for  the  most  part  satisfactory.  Thai  at  Grampound  still 
gives,  trouble.  An  improvement  is  needed  at  Chace- 
water. 

Scavenging. — The  streets  of  the  village  are  scavenged  by  the 
district  roadmen,  who  spend  one  day  a week  for  this 
purpose.  Inefficiency  at  Chacewater  and  St.  Agnes.  At 
St.  Mawes  a voluntary  system  is  worked,  under  the 
supervision  of  a local  committee,  and  gives  good  results. 

River  Pollution — The  F'al  is  contaminated  with  refuse  from 
the  China  Clay  industry,  and  some  of  the  small  streams 
are  beginning  to  be  polluted  with  the  same  material. 
Apparently  no  action  can  be  taken. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — Thirty-seven  dairymen  in  the  dis-

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Water  Supply— Generally  speaking,  the  district  is  well 
served.  The  exceptions  are  St.  Day,  Parkbottom,  and 
Carnkie.  At.  St.  Day  the  water  is  carted  about  the 
streets  in  doubtful  receptacles.  A scheme  for  a public 
supply  is  in  hand,  the  source  of  supply  being  Treskerby 
Moor.  A L.G.B.  Enquiry  was  held,  but  it  was  con- 
sidered that  the  pipes  should  be  taken  to  the  real  source 
of  the  water,  rather  than  collecting  the  water  from  the 
surface  of  the  moor.  This  work  is  being  undertaken 
now.  At  Parkbottom  and  Carnkie.  no  progress  has 
been  made,  although  both  places  need  a more  satisfac- 
tory supply.  There  is  a public  service  to  part  of  the 
Redruth  R.D.  from  reservoirs  at  Sandy  Lane  and  near 
Wesley  Chapel. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage — There  has  been  no-  special  work 
during  the  year.  St.  Day  needs  a sewerage  system  with 
a safe  and  adequate  outfall.  This  must  wait  until  there 
is  a water  supply.  Banner  was  under  discussion  two- 
years  ago  and  a scheme  prepared.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
will  be  proceeded  with  when  times  are  normal  again. 
Carharrack  could  be  dealt  with  as  an  adjunct  to  the  same 
scheme.  Pool  and  Illogan  have  an  outfall  into  a leat 
which  is  primitive  and  dangerous,  so  that  water-closets 
could  not  be  introduced  until  arrangements  are  made 
for  treating  the  sewage.  These  villages  are  too-  large  for 
the  conservancy  system  to  be  desirable,  and  the  same 
applies  to  Barncoose- terrace.  Portreath  suffers  from  an 
unsatisfactory  method  of  sewage  disposal  by  the  Redruth 
Urban  District.  The  effluent  from  the  sewage  farm  at 
Tolgus  pollutes  the  Red  River.  The  drainage  from 
Portreath  is  discharged  into  the  dock.  It  is  proposed  to 
continue  the  main  sewer  from  Redruth  to  the  mouth  of 
a tunnel  at  Portreath,  where  it  could  be  joined  with  the 
other  mains,  and  the  sewerage  be  conveyed  by  the 
tunnel  through  a hill  and  out  to  sea.  Portreath,  Illogan 
Highway,  Broad-lane,  Illogan  Churchtown,  and  Bridge 
could  also  be  connected  with  this  system.  At  Tucking- 
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mill  the  conversion  of  the  existing  privies  into  water- 
closets  is  urgently  needed  ; but  effective  treatment  of  the 
sewage  and  a safe  outfall  would  be  essential.  At  present 
privies  are  provided  for  a.  large  majority  of  houses  in  the 
district. 

Scavenging — The  recent  arrangements  for  public  scavenging 
are  working  well. 

River  Pollution — The  Red  River  at  Portreath  is  polluted  by 
the  outfall  from  the  Redruth  Sewage  Farm,  and  the 
streams  at  Pool  and  Tuckingmill  by  the  drainage  from 
these  respective  villages. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds — There  are  120  registered  dairymen. 
186  inspections  of  premises  were  made,  15  were  found  to 
need  cleansing  and  80  structural  alterations  : so  far  14  of 
the  former  have  been  carried  out,  and  4 of  the  latter. 
Regulations  are  adopted. 

Food  Inspection — There  have  been  no  seizures. 

Slaughter-houses — There  are  21  ; they  have  been  inspected, 
and  there  are  no  complaints. 

Bake-houses — There  are  4. 

Workshops — 61  on  the  register,  including  bakehouses. 

Housing — Undesirable  houses  are  being  occupied  in  St.  Day, 
Banner,  Pool  and  Tuckingmill  owing  to  the  inadequate 
supply  of  houses  for  the  working  classes.

Water  Supply — The  Council  supplies  parts  of  the  parishes  of 
Constantine,  Mawnan,  Perran-ar-Worthal,  and  St. 
Gluvias.  There  is  no  filtration.  There  is  a storage  reser- 
voir at  Flushing.  Parts  of  Budock  Rural  and  St. 
Gluvias  are  supplied  by  the  Falmouth  Waterworks.  In- 
sufficiency is  reported  at  Carlidnack,  Mawnan,  and 
Mawnan  Smith. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage — The  prevailing  type  of  closet  hith- 
erto in  use  has  been  the  privy-midden.  Pails  or  earth 
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closets  are  being  substituted  in  many  cases.  Develop- 
ments are  needed  at  Constantine,  Budock,  and  Flushing.

Remarks. 

The  district  is  a rural  one,  with  several  villages  and  many 

scattered  houses  and  hamlets.  In  the  high  lands1  granite 
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is  worked,  in  the  lower  the  occupation  is  chiefly  agricultural 
and  market  gardening.  On  the  coast,  many  are  employed 
in  the  fishing  industry.  The  possibility  of  purchasing  some 
Isolation  Huts  at  Kergilliack,  now  owned  by  the  War  Office, 
is  noted.

Water  Supply — There  are  public  supplies  for  Gulval  (part), 
Marazion,  and  St.  Michaels  Mount,  and  Sennen  (part), 
from  reservoirs  at  Gulval,  Marazion,  and  Sennen  Cove. 
The  supply  at  Marazion  is,  as  a rule,  insufficient  in 
summer  to  the  higher  part  of  the  town.  Carbis  Bay —

Water  Supply— 

-Rather  more  than  half  the  town  is  supplied 

by  the  Callington  Waterworks  Company,  Ltd.,  wdiich 
supplies  a constant  service  when  water  is  plentiful,  and 
an  intermittent  service  during  periods  of  drought.  The 
pressure  in  the  mains  has  been  noticed  to  be  gradually 
diminishing  for  some  years,  and  this  is  receiving  the 
attention  of  the  company.

Water  Supply — This  is  supplied  by  the  Truro  Water  Com- 
pany to  most  houses  in  the  Borough,  2,550  out  of  2,680. 
Some  houses  are  supplied  from  wells,  which  are  gener- 
ally unsatisfactory.  Sources,  Trevella  Stream,  St. 
Erme,  and  Penair  Spring,  St.  Clement.  Filtration  and 
pressure  filters  are  employed.  There  are  two  service 
reservoirs.  The  water  is  reported  to  be  of  excellent 
quality,  but  during  part  of  the  year  the  growth  of  a 
harmless  fungus  is  said  to  have  given  to  the  water  a 
most  objectionable  flavour.

" Water  Supply — The  Falmouth  Waterworks  Company  supplies 
749  houses  out  of  775.  The  supply  is  good  and  constant. 
In  addition  to  the  above  supply,  there  is  another  supply 
drawn  from  springs,  piped  through  the  town,  and  used 
for  flushing  main  drains,  etc.,  and  street  watering  ; It 
is  not  used  for  drinking  purposes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage — The  mains,  as  a rule,  have  good 
gradients,  but  those  in  Commercial  Road  and  Summer- 
court  are  occasionally  blocked  by  the  silting  up  of  road 
washings.  The  main  outfall  for  the  Borough  is  situated 
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at  the  quay,  where  the  sewage  is  discharged  in  a crude 
state  upon  the  foreshore.  Most  of  the  sewage  goes  down 
with  each  tide,  but  a certain  amount  of  deposit  occurs, 
and  is  removed  when  necessary.  The  same  applies  to 
the  Budook  River  drain,  which  receives  some  of  the 
sewage  from  the  south  side  of  the  town  and  discharges 
it  upon  the  foreshore  at  a point  higher  up  the  harbour. 
Although  not  obviously  a cause  of  epidemic  disease,  this 
crude  method  of  disposal  causes  a nuisance  during  hot 
summers,  when  the  tide  is  low  and  the  wind  is  in  the 
east.  Man}-  of  the  water  closets  are  not  provided  with 
hushing  cisterns. 

Scavenging — On  the  whole,  regularly  and  efficiently  per- 
formed. A daily  house-to-house  collection  of  refuse  is 
made.  There  are  complaints  of  the  unsatisfactory  type 
of  receptacles  in  use,  and  of  the  absence  of  covers. 

River  Pollution — As  described  above,  the  foreshore  is  pol- 
luted by  sewage  from  Penryn,  and  also>  from  Budook 
and  St.  Gluvias.

Since  then  there  has  been 
ample  provision  for  both  civil  and  military  cases. 

The  Corporation  entered  into  a contract  for  the  removal 
of  all  refuse  from  the  numerous  billets  and  camps  in  the 
town,  and  the  disposal  of  the  same.

Water  Supply — The  Helston  and  Porthleven  Water  Com- 
pany supplies  420  houses  out  of  699.  The  water  is 
derived  from  four  springs,  intercepted  underground.

Water  Supply — This  is  supplied  by  the  Town  Council  from 
two  sources;  moorland  gathering  ground,  overflow  from 
a mine  adit,  and  springs  from  granite  form  one  source;

Water  Supply — The  district  is  partly  supplied  by  the 
Council  (798  houses  out  of  812).  Source,  springs  from 
granite.  No  filtration.  Two  service  reservoirs.  Owing  to 
insufficient  storage  capacity  on  the  low  level  supply,  it  is 
only  with  difficulty  that  a constant  supply  can  be  main- 
tained on  this  system.

Water  Supply — The  Council  supply  2,058  houses  out  of  2,611 
in  the  district.  Sources,  from  springs  in  a disused  mine 
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adit,  from  granite,  and  from  killas.  There  is  no  filtra- 
tion. There  are  two  storage  reservoirs.  Supply  is  good 
and  constant. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage — Excrement  disposal  by  drains  to 
sewage  farm  at  Tolgus.  The  Redruth  U.  and  R. 
Councils  have  formed  a joint  committee  to  consider  the 
drainage  disposal  and  take  it  to  the  sea.  There  is  a new 
sewer  at  West  Trewirgie. 

Scavenging — The  Council  undertake  this  work.

Dairies  and  Cowsheds — All  dairies  registered,  inspected  and 
found  clean.  A very  large  part  of  the  milk  comes  into 
the  Urban  District  from  farms  in  the  Rural  District.

Food  Inspection — One  carcase  destroyed  for  swine  fever. 

Slaughter-houses. — 13  registered  and  one  licensed.  They  are 
kept  clean  and  in  good  order. 

Bakehouses — 6 registered,  and  well  kept. 

Workshops — Regularly  inspected  and  found  in  good  order. 

Common  Lodging-housesr — One  registered  and  inspected. 

Housing — A Committee  of  the  Council  are  considering  the 
provision  of  more  house  accommodation  for  artisans  at 
a reasonable  rental. 

Out  of  202  houses  inspected  under  the  Housing  and 
Town  Planning  Act,  1909,  92  D traps  were  found  often 
broken;  other  defects  found  were  dirty  and  dilapidated 
privies,  dirty  unpaved  yards,  want  of  eaves  gutters  and 
rain-water  pipes,  etc. 

Infectious  Diseases — Diphtheria  has.  been  endemic  in  this 
district  for  some  years.  Further  particulars  will  be  found 
in  the  section  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases.

Scavenging — The  midden  pits  and  ash  pits  in  the  town 
itself,  and  also  at  Tuckingmill,  Pengegon,  Wheal  Gerry, 
Beacon,  Troon,  Stennack,  Knave- Go-Bv,  and  Tres- 
withian,  have  been  systematically  cleared  by  the 
Council  employees.  New  middens  are  only  sanctioned 
where  there  is  no  water  available  for  flushing,  and  where 
there  is  no  system  of  drainage.

Two  animals  were 
slaughtered  by  order  of  the  Police  Authority,  suffering 
from  marked  tuberculosis. 
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Food  Inspection — There  were  no  seizures.  The  meat  and  fish 
markets  are  visited  every  week  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Slaughter-houses- — Eleven  licensed;  174  inspections.  The- 
need  for  a public  slaughter-house  is  emphasised  by  the 
M.O.H.,  who  points  out  that  there  is  insufficient  pro- 
tection against  the  possibility  of  unwholesome  meat 
finding  its  way  to  consumers.

Water  Supply — The  greater  part  of  the  district  is  supplied 
by  the  Council,  744  houses  out  of  819.  Source,  four 
springs  in  granite.  There  is  no  filtration.  There  are  two 
storage  reservoirs,  one  for  Heamoor,  and  one  for  Tol- 
carne. Wherrytown  and  Chyandour  receive  their 
supply  from  the  Boron gh  of  Penzance.  At  Madron 
Church  town  the  supply  is  piped  from  springs.  The 
supply  is  insufficient  for  the  provision  of  water-closets. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage- — Madron  Churchtown  has  a suit- 
able sewerage  system  connected  with  the  Heamoor 
system,  which  discharges  the  sewage  at  Chyandour  into 
the  sea  below  high  water  mark.  At  Madron  Churchtown 
there  are  very  few  closets  or  slop  closets  installed,  owing 
to  want  of  a>  sufficient  water  supply.  Slop  closets  are 
recommended  unless  a better  water  supply  can  be  pro- 
vided. Earth  closets,  pails  and  privies  are  in  general  use. 
At  Tolcarne  a sewerage  system  which  would  include  the 
whole  of  Tolcarne  and  be  carried  to  the  sea,  is  neces- 
sary. At  present  four  sewers  discharge  into  the  Tol- 
carne River  near  its  mouth,  and  one  into  the  sea  wall  at 
high  water  mark.  Steps  are  necessary  toi  prevent  the 
nuisance  thus  caused  during  the  summer  months. 
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Scavenging — The  Council  arrange  for  this  at  Madron,  Hea- 
moor,  Wherrytown,  and  Chyandour  once  a week,  and  at 
Tolcarne  twice  a wTeek. 

Eiver  Pollution — The  condition  of  the  Tolcarne  River,  which 
forms  the  boundary  between  this  and  the  Paul  Urban 
Districts,  although  greatly  improved,  is  still  unsatis- 
factory.

Water  Supply — The  Council  supplies  part  of  the  district  from 
springs  and  wells  in  granite.  There  is  no  filtration.  Two 
storage  reservoirs.  The  water  for  Newlyn  is  supplemented 
during  the  dry  season  by  water  from  a well  belonging 
to  the  Newlyn  Ice  Company.  An  adequate  supply  is 
needed  for  Newlyn  Town  before  any  sewerage  ^scheme 
can  be  undertaken.  Mousehole  is  supplied  by  three 
shoots;  there  are  no  stand-pipes.  An  adequate  supply 
of  water  is  greatly  needed,  so  that  stand-pipes  could  be 
fixed,  and  the  water  brought  into-  the  houses.  At  Paul 
Churchtown  many  houses  are  supplied  by  the  Trungle 
Moor  “shoot,”  and  some  from  the  Trungle  Moor  well. 
Both  supplies  are  unsatisfactory,  and,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  County  Analyst,  should  not  be  used  for  drinking 
purposes.  All  the  supplies  at  Trungle  Moor  arise  dan- 
gerously near  the  Cemetery,  and  are  open  to  suspicion. 
The  position  of  the  well  for  Sheffield  is  considered  unsafe, 
owing  to  its  proximity  to  houses  and  the  highway. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage — The  Eastern  part  of  Newlyn  is 
mostly  drained,  but  owing  to  the  small  sewer,  the  houses 
on  the  Strand  are  flooded  when  there  is  much  storm 
water.  An  additional  sewer  pipe  is  needed  from  this 
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spot.  At  Newlyn  Town  the  slop  water  and  surface 
drainage  is  carried  by  “bolts,”  which  empty  over  the 
cliff,  and  into  the  harbour.  This,  together  with  the 
refuse  which  is  constantly  thrown  down  the  face  of  the 
cliff,  is  the  greatest  nuisance  in  the  district.  A system 
of  drainage  is  urgently  needed  for  Newlyn  Town.  There 
are  very  few  closets  of  any  kind  attached  to  the  houses, 
in  Newlyn  Town  or  at  Mousehole. 

Scavenging — The  excreta  and  house  refuse  is  collected  four 
times  a week  by  a cart,  and  dumped  on  the  foreshore 
south  of  Newlyn.  This  causes  a.  nuisance.  Much  of 
the  refuse  from  another  district,  viz  Madron,  is  also 
dumped  here.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases  it  would 
be  impossible  to  erect  closets,  as  there  is  no.  land 
adjoining.  Where  the  space  is  sufficient,  pail  closets 
have  been  provided.  Many  cottages  in  the  Rural 
District  are  without  closets.  The  sanitary  condition  of 
Sheffield  is  unsatisfactory,  and  the  same  defects  exist 
at  Trungle.  The  lower  half  of  the  cemetery  is  water- 
logged, especially  in  the  winter  months. 

River  Pollution — The  Tolearne  River  from  the  Madron  side. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds — Fortv-seven  dairvmen  are  registered. 
One  dairy  and  two  cowsheds  were  found  to  need  atten- 
tion. As  a rule,  the  conditions  are  good.  Part  of  the 
milk  is  sold  in  Penzance,  Newlyn,  and  Mousehole;  the 
rest  is  separated,  the  cream  made  into.  butter,  and  the 
separated  milk  sent  to  the  Sanatogen  Factory.  Many 
of  the  owners,  of  the  dairies  send  the  milk  direct  to  the 
Trevella  Factory  to.  be  made  into  butter.  Regulations 
adopted. 

Food  Inspection — No  seizures  were  made. 

Slaughter-houses — None.  Meat  is  brought  from  Penzance. 
Pilchards  are  cured  and  sent  to  Italian  markets. 

Bake-houses — Ten  in  number  ; satisfactory. 

Factories — Four  in  the  district,  two  ice-making  ; one  stone 
quarry,  and  one  for  the  preparation  of  Sanatogen.  There 
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are  41  workshops,  including  the  bake-houses.  The 
above'  were  visited  and  found  satisfactory. 

Housing — The  house  accommodation  of  Newlvn  and  Mouse- 
hole  is  about  the  same  ; the  houses  are  old,  substan- 
tially built,  clean  interiors,  but  with  very  few  sanitary 
arrangements  of  any  kind,  and  in  a large  number  of  cases 
no  room  for  these'  improvements.  There  is  too  little' 
air  space,  the  streets  are  narrow  and  paved  with  cobbles. 
Many  of  these  streets  have  been  improved,  during  the 
last  few  years,  and  more  are  to  be  taken  in  hand.  14 
new  houses  were  built,  of  about  £13  rental.  There  is 
no  scarcity  of  houses,  and  no-  overcrowding  of  persons 
in  houses.

Water  Supply — With  few  exceptions,  sufficient  and  safe. 
Churchtown  is  supplied  from  a spring  a quarter  of  a 
mile  away  ; the  supply  is  brought  in  a covered  trench 
to  a “shoot.”  The  water  is  pure  and  sufficient.  Lower 
Quarter  supply  is  from  a spring  in  Vellanoweth,  the  water 
of  which  is  piped  to  the  “ Farwell  Shoot.”  Newtown  is 
supplied  by  a well.  Long  Rock  is  supplied  from  Tre- 
menheer;  the  water  runs  into  a-  reservoir,  and  is  then 
piped  to  private  houses  and  to  stand-pipes.  The  Nan- 
cledra  supply  to  20  houses  comes  from  a spring,  and 
runs  as  an  open  stream  to  a “shoot.”  The  stream  is 
liable  to  be  polluted  by  cattle  at  different  points.  A 
piped  supply  is  necessary.  At  Canonstown  there  are  two 
supplies.  The  lower  supply  is  piped,  pure,  and  suffici- 
ent. The  “shoot”  at  the  top  of  the  hill  is  fed  bv  an 
uncovered  stream,  which  is  liable  to  be  polluted  by 
cattle.  There  is  a notice  board  warning  the  public 
against  using  the  water  for  drinking  purposes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage — The  houses  are  scattered,  and 
there  is  no  definite  drainage  scheme  for  the  district.  A 
scheme  for  Long  Rock  was  under  the  consideration  of 
the  Council,  and  the  West  Penwith  Council,  but  has 
been  delayed  owing  to  the  war.  The  district  is  supplied 
with  privies  and  some  pail  closets. 

Scavenging — There  is  no  public  scavenging.  All  the  ashpits 
are  of  the  fixed  variety,  and  the  occupiers  are  respon- 
sible for  the  scavenging  arrangements.  All  the  refuse 
is  used  on  gardens  or  farm-land. 
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River  Pollution' — None. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds — There  are  six  registered  dairymen. 
30  inspections  of  dairies  have  been  made.  Some  milk  is 
sent  to  Penzance  or  to  a factory  for  cream  and  butter 
making.  Regulations  adopted. 

Food  Inspection — There  have  been  no  seizures.  Most  of  the 
food  is  purchased  in  Penzance.

Housing — There  is  no  scarcity  of  houses,  and  no  overcrowd- 
ing. Six  new  houses  were  built,  of  a rental  of  about 
£10.  Thirty  unoccupied  houses.  There  is  a gradual 
improvement  in  the  structural  arrangement,  of  houses. 

Infectious  Diseases — There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital,  but  a 
cottage  for  four  beds  can  be  obtained. 

Disinfection — Rooms  are  disinfected  by  burning  sulphur 
candles. 

Adopted  Acts — None.  No  Bye-Laws  at  present,  but  the 

matter  is  under  consideration. 

Remarks. 

The  M.O.H.  emphasises  the  need  for  :(1)  A safe  supply 

of  water  for  Nancledra;  (2)  The  adoption  of  Bye-Laws  for 

the  district;  (3)  A sewerage  scheme  for  Long  Rock;  (4) 

A system  of  scavenging  for  certain  parts  of  the  district.

Water  Supply — Part  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  the  Council 
from  a well  in  Trewellard,  and  from  a mine  adit  at 
Boseaswell.  There  is,  no  reservoir  and  no  filtration.  An 
enquiry  was  held  by  a L.G.B.  Inspector  on  the  Bos  low 
water  scheme  for  providing  the  town  of  St.  Just  with 
drinking  water.  Owing  to  conflicting  interests,  the 
scheme  had  to  be  abandoned;  so  that  St.  Just  is  still 
without  an  adequate  water  supply.  The  same  applies 
to  Truthwall,  Botallaek,  Carnyorth,  and  Higher  Bos- 
easwell. The  town  of  St.  Just  is  supplied  by  wells, 
which  are  liable  to  pollution. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage — The  piping  of  the  drains  at  Botal- 
lack,  Trewellard,  and  Pendeen  has  removed  a,  long- 
standing nuisance.  Sewerage  for  St.  Just  Town  must 
await  a proper  water  supply.  The  present  arrangement 
is  most  insanitary. 

River  Pollution — From  China  Clay  at  Bosworlas  Moor,  and 
from  sewage  in  the  stream  at  Bosorne,  and  at  Kenid 
jack. 

Scavenging: — In  9 per  cent  of  the  houses  wet  ashpits  are  in 
use,  and  in  18  per  cent,  dry  ashpits.  The  refuse  is 
removed  in  open  carts  to  three  “tips,”  situated  200,  300 
and  400  yards  from  houses. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds — Six  dairymen  in  the  district,  not 
registered  ; three  inspections  of  premises  ; no  com- 
plaints. Regulations  not  adopted. 
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Food  Inspection — No  seizures. 

Slaughter-houses- — Seven  registered  ; 28  inspections. 

Bake-houses — Three  registered;  no  complaints. 

Housing — There  is  no  scarcity  of  houses  ; four  cases  of 
overcrowding  dealt  with. 

Infectious  Diseases — Diphtheria  has  been  endemic  in  the 
district  for  some  years  (see  report  on  Infectious  Diseases 
in  this  volume) . 55  cases  were  notified  in  1914,  9 of
